and upwards, for the Teſtimony of the Name of the Lord;which 
faichful Teſtimony ſhe had ſealed with her blood, to the joy of all 
that beheld her innocent paſſage in the power of the eternal God. 
Oh ! Dear Friends, we can expreſs but little of what our eyes did 
ſee, and our ears did hear of the enJargednels of the pourings 
forth of the Spirit of the Lord througi his Handmaid ; who in 
oreat power exhorted all to be faithful in abiding in the Covenant
